Senator Kemp surprised the sup- 


porters of Gov. Elaine yesterday by 
voting against the Peterson reso-- 
lution 
petitioning 
congress 
to 


amend tho, Volstead law s*o as to 
raise the alcoholic content of bev- 
erages. 


The vote in the senate against 


the Peterson resolution was 17 to 
16. The surprise of the 'vote was 
that Senators Kemp and Heck lined 
up against the resolution. 


"I shall vote for the 
Sach'tjen 


bill," said Senator Kemp this morn- 
ing. 
"While I was elected by dry 


.votes I do not believe that I will 
violate my promise to them by vot- 
ing for the Sachtjen bill." 


The change of Kemp, however, 


will be offset by a change in the 
'vote of .Senator Titus, it was re- 
ported today. While Senator Titus 
voted for the Peterson resolution it 
was stated today that he will vote 
against the Sachtjen bill. 


Another 
complication 
to 
the 


present situation is -whether Senat- 
or Mahon can be paired. Dry lead- 
ers have been criticizing Senator 
Skogmo, a dry leader, for pairing 
with Mahon, who is a wet support- 
er. 
Mahon is seriously ill at his 


home in Milwaukee and may not re- 
turn during the present session. 


This leaves Senator Heck of Ra- 


cine in a pivotal position on 
the 


Sachajen 'bill. Heck voted against 
' the - Peterson resolution. 
It is said 


Sachtjen .bill. 
Heck voted-ajrainst 


every other proposal except a re- 
ferendum. Two assemblymen from 
Racine countv.

'Nelson are voting dry-whilo Stoef- 
fcl is voting wet. 


Another announcement made late 


yesterday was by 
Louis Arnold, 


socialist leader, and 'now tax com- 
missioner in Milwaukee, who ..said

"The bill robs the municipalities 


and the counties and we are against 
it," Arnold said. "Under the pres- 
ent law the municipalities receive 
70 per cent of the income-tax while 
under Elaine's bill we will only re- 
ceive 36 per cent.

against 


this 36 per cent Gov. Elaine pro- 
poses to make all of the personal 
property offset Applicable and this 
further dccreascjs the cities' share. 
The counties will also oppose the 
bill because the county's share of 
20 per cent is taken away." 


The defection of the 
socialists 


will cause hard sledding for 
the 


Rlaine bill. 
In addition to the so- 


cialists it, is believed that Senator 
Kidjrway's support i? 
lost to the 


governor. 
Ridgway has been vot- 


ine against the governor at every 
opportunity. 
It is said that the 


governor's failure to place Ridgway 
on the board of co_ntrol has some- 
thing to do with Ridgway's present 
position.

tra to lose large , amounts of sur- 
plus honey each year," declare! L. 
P. Whitehead, of the economy en- 
tomology department of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 
"Brood rearing was 
continued 


unusually late last fall, because of 
the warm weather. This caused 
the bees to use an extra amount of 
stores. Some colonies starved dur- 
ing the winter and many do not 
have enough food to rear the usual 
number of young bees this spring. 


"The ten weeks' .'building up> pe- 


riod extends from 
about April 1 


when the queen startsMaymg eggs 
to a/bout the middle of June when 
the surplus -honey flow starts. A 
good queen may lay from 8,000 to 


4,000 eggs each day for several 
weeks during the latter part of 
this period. The ~ beekeeper aims 
during this time to increase the 
number of bees in 
the colony by 


about five times. The rearing of 


these many thousands of bees re- 
quire from 90 to 
100 pounds of 


honey.

N THE little village of Cambridge,

Since leaving a farm near Cambridge 


•soSne years ago the Lee family has lived 
in the village. Mrs. Lee is a widow and 
her son Nordahl lived with her. Allen 
Lee, 
the lather, who died several years 


ago was one of the best known farmers 
in the southeastern end of Dane county. 


Saturday night Nordahl Lee was in 


good health. No cloud or shadow hung 
over the Lee home when he left his home 
to go "down town tio meet the boys''.

OR some time a real "menace and 
threat" has been hanging over the 


village of Cambridge. It is the menace 
of moonshine. Law abiding citizens of 
Cambridge have frequently made pro- 
tests but the deplorable conditions have 
continued. 


It seems that a tragedy is always 


necessary to jar a community. Cam- 
bridge has now had its tragedy. Its toll 
to moonshine was paid Saturday night 


• when young Lee fell to his death from a 
second story where a wild party, under- 
written by moonshine, was in progress.

«nnHE menace to the home" as typi- 


1 fled by the Cambridge tragedy 


was not discussed in the assembly this 
week. 


Search and seizure a menace to the 


home? One home may be unreasonably 
searched where thousands are being 
menaced by the moonshine peril. Young 
men by the. thousands are being men- 
aced by poison that is being peddled. 
These young men, or their homes, are 
not being menaced by unreasonable 
search and seizure. 


The tragedy, almost under the shadow 


of the capitol dome, should move the 
members of the legislature to some seri- 
ous reflection as to what will be the toll 
in this state of letting down the bars 
on law enforcement. 


Perhaps if each member of the legis- 


lature could today see the disconsolate 
figure of the Cambridge mother and 
widow, whose boy has paid the price to 
moonshine, sentiment in the legislature 
for making the way of the moonshiner 
easier might be somewhat dimmed. 


Could Assume Its Duties 


T 


HE State Board of Public Affairs is 
the official investigating agency of 


the stats government. It was created 
for the purpose of not only investigating 
the fiscal affairs of the various depart- 
ments of the state and the state institu- 
tions, but for the purpose of studying 
the organization, coordination, and ad- 
ministration of the various departments 
and institutions with a view to increas- 
ing their efficiency and economy. 


It was the State Board of Public Af- 


fairs that investigated the rural schools. 
It was specifically directed to investi- 
gate the feasibility of a central board of 
control for all the public educational in- 
stitutions. The survey of the efficiency 
and educational methods used in the nor- 
mal schools and the university survey 
were made under its direction. 


It is at present -clothed with very 


broad and comprehensive powers of in- 
vestigation. Section 15.13 of the Stat- 
utes provides: "The Board shall also in- 
vestigate duplication of work of public 
bodies and the efficiency of the organi- 
zation and administration of such pub- 
lic bodies, and shall formulate plans for 
the greater coordination of such public 
bodies and the improvement of state ad- 
ministration in general." 


The board is also ffiveri special powers 


with -reference .to the investigation of 
finances,.the preparation of--'the budgets- 
for state' departments and "-institutions, •• 
and control over reports, accounts and 
administrative economy; and is charged 
with the duty of exercising accounting 
and efficiency control. 
•' 
' 


If the State.-Board oS, Education were 


abolished, the State Board of Public Af- 
fairs would have full and adequate pow- 
er to make all the necessary investiga- 
tions . into educational administration, 
methods of teaching and efficiency, and 
also full power to investigate the fi- 
nances, supervise the methods of ac- 
counting and reports, and exercise finan- 
cial control over the budget. These pow- 
ers the State Board of Public Affairs has 
had'since its creation, although since the 
creation of the 'Board of Education it 
may not have exercised all of the'powers 
with reference to the educational institu- 
tions which it is authorized by law to 
exercise.
